Meeting of the executive committee of the Delegation 
held at county commissioners' office inCourt House at 2:30 
P.M. 


Present were Reps. Atwood, Tilton, Ransom, Dearborn, 
and Normandin, also Commissioners Smith and Hubbard. 
Mrs. Atwood was appointed acting clerk. 


The expenses of the year were reviewed bythe executive 
committee. The figures on expenses of the Superior Court 
were calledfor and foundto average $17,000.00 a year after 
being reviewed on a four year basis.

Laconia, N.H. February 10, 1950 


A meeting of the executive committee of the delegation 
was held in the commissioners' office. Present were Reps. 
Atwood, Tilton, Dearborn, Ransom, Weeks, Smith of New 
Hampton, and Commissioners Smith, Hubbard, and Hill. 


There was a general discussion of the 1950 budget and 
February 27 was tentatively set as the date for the public 
hearing. Sheriff Crockett was called in and explained about 
the proposed purchase of atransmitter for the radio in Depu- 
ty Elliott's car. He said the transmitter was not absolutely 
necessary and the voting members of the committee voted 
unanimously not to include it in the budget. 


Rep. Thompson, chairman of the Area committee, gave 
a report on the financial condition at the end of the fiscal 
year. He recommended a $40,000.00 bond issue to finance 
costs of replacing the chair tramway and tarring roads and 
parking lots at the Area. He said the new cable, chairs, 
and other new equipment for the tramway would cost about 
$24,000.00 for material alone. Installation would be done 
by the regular maintenance crew, Rep. Thompson said, un- 
der supervision of an engineer. He estimated the cost of 
hard surfacing roads and parking lots at $10,000.00. 
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Commissioners Smith and Hubbard saida bond issue 
could be paid over a ten year period fromArea receipts. It 
was decided to hold a public hearing on the proposal at the 
same time the budget meeting is held.

Laconia, N.H. February 27, 1950 


The public hearing on the proposed budget for 1950 and 
$40,000.00 bond issue for improvements at the Recreation 
Area was held in Superior Court room. The meeting was 
called to order at 7:35 P.M. by Chairman Atwood. 


The budget was taken up, item by item. Councilor 
Charles Stafford suggested a larger appropriation for clean- 
ing and painting rooms in Court House and replacing old 
ceilings in some of the rooms. The chairman stated the 
committee, of which Rep. Keller is chairman, was study- 
ing the project and would submitcost estimates before final 
approval of the budget. The ceiling inthe small room inthe 
sheriff's office will be repaired this year, she said. 


Commissioner Smith said the roof at the County Home 
should be patched or shingled and other general repairs 
made. 


Kenneth D. Hopkins spoke at length on the Recreation 
Area, giving its history, financial record for the past ten 
years, present conditions, and possible choices for its fu- 
ture management. Mr. Hopkins said Belknap Area has 
failed to keep up with other competitive areas in the field 
of winter sports,has been allowed to deteriorate with very 
little progress since 1939 with respect to enlargement of 
facilities and accommodations of crowds. He said the pres- 
ent plan of operation was unsound with no long range pro- 
gram and the commissioners do not hire a competent and 
qualified full time manager although they have admitted it 
is advisable. 


Mr. Hopkins suggested management of the Area be turned 
over to a special Authority, created by legislative act, if 
this should not turnout wellalternative proposalsto sell or 
lease it would still be open, he stated. 
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E. Harrison Merrill said the Area should be a greater 
earning assetand the delegation should consider the matter 
carefully before approving the bond issue. He stated rec- 
reation interests have $2,500,000.00 invested in Gilford 
and $760, 000.00 on the Weirs boulevard, and a large amount 
of the State's tourist business was in the Lakes Region. 


James P. Rogers said he favored acommission to man- 
age the Area under control of the delegation. He asked for 
more detailed explanation of what would be done with the 
$40,000. 00 and said he felt the Area income should bé great- 
er. 


Lawrence P. Brown said the $1,000, 000. 00 investment 
at the Area deserved more attention than it gets and sug- 
gested development of program for allseasons. Long range 
planning and aresponsible, experienced manager is needed, 
he said, 


Arthur H. Nighswander distributed copies of a proposed 
bill which would establisha commission to manage the Area, 
He is not satisfied with the present management, he said, 
and someone should be given direct responsibility. He 
charged people are not returning because of conditions of the 
ski slopes and calledattentionto several recentinjuries sus- 
tained by skiers. He recommended a five man commission 
and employment of a full time manager. 


Henry Witte of Gilford said repairs of the tramway and 
roads were not capital improvements but depreciation items. 


Jason C. Sloan, past president of Laconia Chamber of 
Commerce and Winnipesaukee Ski Club, went on record as 
favoring Mr. Hopkins' proposals. 


William R. Vose spoke in favor of the Hopkins plan, say- 
ing it was a dollar proposition for the county and the inn- 
keepers. 


Fred Nachbaur of Gilford said skiers are leaving for 
other areas. He has put in his own slope and tow, he said. 


William Stockwell of Gilford said he has invested 
$25,000.00 in the Baraks and wanted anopportunity to make 
a living. He said the Area is not operated as well as it 
might beand skiersare going elsewhere. He advocated ap- 
pointment of a commission. 
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Albert J. Boudreau, representing the Weirs Chamber 
of Commerce, went on record as favoring a commission. 


Peter Karagianis said businessmenare disturbed about 
conditions at the Area and the repairs should be made as 
early as possible. 


Allen G. Veazey spoke in favor of setting up a com- 
mission. 


Rep. Thompson, chairman of the Area committee said 
he estimated $24,000.00 would be necessary to purchase 
new chairs and equipment for the tramway in addition to the 
new cable. Installation would be done by the regular main- 
tenance crew under the direction of an engineer, he said. 
Cost of tarring the roads and parking lanes was estimated 
at $10,000.00. The tramway was installed ten years ago, 
Rep. Thompson said, and isthe second oldestinthe country. 


Commissioner Smith saidthis is the only publicly owned 
Area that is "in the black''. He said there was $492.00 in 
the treasury in excess of expenses as of tonight. 


Mr. Merrill said an investigation might show an even 
larger bond issue was advisable with the amount in excess 
of $40,000.00 being spent for other developments. 


Mr. Rogers asked if the new chairs would increase the 
capacity of the tramway. Rep. Thompson said the capacity 
would be the same but it is believed the tramway will be 
used more inthe summer months if thenew chairs with foot 
rests and safety bars are installed. 


Mr. Rogers said it is not sound business to finance re- 
pairs with a bond issue. He suggested the oldchairs might 
be repaired and footrests attachedat less cost thanthe pur- 
chase of new chairs. 


Rep. Thompson explained it would take from four to six 
weeks after work started tohave the tramway running again. 
The engineer will charge $35.00 a day plus expenses, he 
said. The engineer does not recommend more chairs or 
any speeding up of the tramway, he said in answer to ques- 
tions. 


Lawrence Brown said the bond issue should be tied up 
with new management and a re-study of the whole affair. 
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Councilor Stafford asked why only $100.00 was appro- 
priated for the Area by the delegation. Solicitor William W. 
Keller explained this was a bookkeeping item and the $100. 00 
plus income had been spent at the Area. Councilor Stafford 
said he was opposed to a bond issue for repairs but thought 
the delegation should set up an adequate budget for the Area 
as it did for the County Home. 


Mrs. Atwood said last -.year's budget had been setup 
that way originally. If a budget of $80, 000.00, the estimated 
revenue, was established, she said, and receipts fell below 
that figure, the balance would have to be made up by taxa- 
tion. 

Mr. Stockwellasked if an inventory was taken each year 
at the Area. Commissioner Hubbard said there is a com- 
plete inventory of equipment andarticles on hand but values 
are not placed on many articles such as kitchen and dining 
room equipment. Mr. Stockwell said he was opposed to the 
bond issue. 


Solicitor Keller said according tolaw all county proper- 
ty is in custody of the Commissioners. 


Curtis Foster asked why work on the proposed improve- 
ments could not be started immediately. 


Mr. Merrill suggested the delegation appropriate 
$60,000.00 for the Area. Mr. Stafford said the commis- 
sioners had recommended a budget of $80,000.00 last year 
and he felt the delegation is partially responsible at least 
for the situation by not establishing adefinite amount which 
may be spent each year. 


Col. Elliott Robinson suggested the delegation set upa 
budget of $30,000.00 annually, pointing out that even ina 
poor year revenue would probably reach that amount. 


Arthur Rothafel urged developmentand publicizing of the 
Area. 


Commissioner Hubbard said during the past year ap- 
proximately $20,000.00 has been spent in capital improve- 
ments. He listed the projects as the new ski slope, the 40 
meter jump, soda fountain, rest room repairs, and thenew 
water system. He said the artesian well failed during last 
fall's drought and $3,000.00 was spent as a result. 
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Commissioner Smith explained the overdraft which he 
said was caused by larger Superior Court expenses. 

Delegation members present included McAllister, 
Dearborn, ~ Kelley, ~ Weeks, “Simoneau, Tilton, Keller; 
Shannon, Thompson, Brown, Ransom, Smith of Meredith, 
Atwood, Smith of New Hampton. 


Hearing was adjourned at 10:20 P.M.

County Home, Laconia, N. H. 
March’ 20,1950 


The delegation met at the County Home at noon. A boun- 
tiful dinner was served by Mr. and Mrs. John Pickard, su- 
perintendent and matron of the home. Prayer was offered 
bya Rev. Peo W., Hitzpatricy Chaplainjat the Home, 


Speaker Richard F. Upton of Concord was present and 
spoke on the plans for reorganization of the State govern- 
ment which will be acted upon at the special session of the 
legislature. 


Present were the following members of the delegation: 
Chairman Atwood, Perkins, McAllister, Dearborn, Weeks, 
Welley - eHarteNormandinj me lilton,e “KellernssShannon, 
Thompson, Brown, Ewing, Smith of Meredith, and Smith of 
New Hampton. Also attending were Commissioners Hill and 
Hubbard, Solicitor William W. Keller, Councilor Charles F. 
Statford,=Sen. George W. Tarlson and Dr. Ey Pi. Hodgdon,; 
Physician at the Home. Rep.-elect Loui L. Sanborn at- 
tended and said he planned to take the oath of office in Con- 
cord later this week. Mr. Sanborn was elected Represent- 
ative from Center Harbor on March 14. 


In business session, the chairman asked Commissioner 
Hubbard reason for $4,000. reduction in budget for County 
Home. Mr. Hubbard said there were not so many improve- 
ments to be made this year as last and the commissioners 
felt the lesser amount would be sufficient. 


Commissioner Hubbard made areport onthe Recreation 
Area. He said the Area ended the 1949 fiscal year witha 
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deficit of approximately $1,500., and-that revenue of about 
$60,000. for the year was $20,000. less than the previous 
year. Of the $60,000. income about $20,000. was spent for 
capital improvements, he stated. Commissioner Hubbard 
said there were two alternative plans for financing renova- 
tion of the chair tramway and tarring roads and parking 
lanes. One was a $40,000. bond issue, as recommended 
by the Commissioners, he said; and the other was to put 
the $40,000. in this year's budget and increase the estima- 
ted revenue by the same amount. Estimates indicated the 
tramway project will cost $30,000. and the road $10,000. 
he said. 


Commissioner Hubbard reported Area receipts for the 
year to date were running $10,000. below normal because of 
the lack of snowfor skiing until mid-February. He forecast 
total revenue for the year as at least $50,000. and possibly 
$60,000. or more if we have snow next December. Ordin- 
ary running expenses are about $40,000. a year, he said. 


Rep. Thompson, Area Committee Chairman, submitted 
a written reportcovering 1949 which will be made a part of 
the permanent delegation records. He said his committee 
has had five meetings andhas made quarterly checks of Area 
finances. All records of Area receipts and expenses are 
available at the Commissioners! office, he said. 


Rep. Thompson said it will take from four to six weeks 
to do the tramway renovation job after the parts are re- 
ceived. Mr. Hubbard said it would take two weeks for de- 
livery of newparts after they were ordered. He said he had 
tried to get cost estimates from other concerns but was ad- 
vised by them the American Steel and Wire Company, which 
made the original installation, could doit more cheaply than 
they could. He read a letter to this effect fromthe John A. 
Roebling Co. of New Jersey. 


Rep. Thompson said cost of a new cable alone would be 
$5,000. 


He praised the Commissioners for their management of 
the Area, and said the criticism of them was unwarranted. 


Mr. Brown said the public was notcriticizing the Com- 
missioners personally, but the systemand were blaming the 
delegation for allowing the situation to continue. He sug- 
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gested a billestablishing afive-man commission to manage 
the Area be introduced at the special session and said 
Speaker Upton has stated entry of the bill would be allowed 
by the rules committee if the delegation was unanimous in 
favor of the action or practically so. 


Mr. Hart said employment of a permanent manager 
would solve many of the problems. Mr. Brown said a long 
range program is not possible under the present system. 
Mr. Dearborn said the County would still be financially re- 
sponsible for the area under the commission set-up. 

Mr. Keller suggested the delegation study the proposed 
bill to see if an agreement can be reached. The clerk was 
instructed to secure copies for distributionto the members. 
At the request of Mr. Tilton, Solicitor Keller said he would 
give an opinion on the capital reserve authorization passed 
by the delegation last year. 


Mr. Smith of New Hampton asked if the County Com- 
missioners could give a manager a contract that extended 
beyond the expiration date of their own elective term. Mr. 
Keller said they could give such a contractfor a reasonable 
length of time, although it might exceed their termof office. 


Mr. Tilton moved the estimated income figures be 
changed to read $3,000. for support of poor, $600. for sol- 
diers' aid, and $1,000. for care of children and the budget 
items be increased in the same amounts, making nochange 
in the amount to be raised by taxation. Motion seconded 
and adopted. 


Mr Keller reported for the bullding’ Committee, He 
said some maintenance project should be carried outeach 
year at the home and suggested the larger part of the elec- 
tric wiring be replaced this year. 


He asked the delegation to study a proposal to installa 
sprinkler system. He said Mr. Trombley estimated 581 
heads at $20. each should be installed at a total cost of 
$11, 760. 


Mr. Ransom was reportedill and the clerk was instruc- 
ted to send a letter to him expressing hopes for an early re- 
covery. 


The clerk was instructed towriteMr. andMrs. Pickard,

thanking them for their hospitality, and commending them 
for their excellent work at the Home. 


The meeting adjourned at 3:30 p.m., and the delegation 
members were conducted on an inspection of the home by 
Mr. Pickard.

The County Delegation met in the Commissioners! office 
at 2:30 p.m. with Chairman Atwood presiding. Present 
were - Perkins, McAllister, Dearborn, Sanborn, Weeks, 
Kelley, Hart, Simoneau, Tilton, Shannon, Keller, Thompson, 
Ewing, Brown, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New Hampton, 
Atwood and Bruno. 

Mr. Brown moved that before recommending the pro- 
posed bond issue for improvements at the Area, the dele- 
gation go on record as favoring introduction of a bill at the 
special session of the Legislature to create an authority to 
manage it. Motion seconded by Mr. Tilton. 


Speaking in favor of the motion were Mr. Brown, Mr. 
Tilton, Mr. Perkins, Mr. Bruno, and Mr. Hart. Speaking 
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againstthe motion were Mr. Thompson, Mr. Smith of Mere- 
dith, and Mr. Simoneau. Commissioner Hubbard was in- 
vitedin and explained his plansfor the Area and saidFritzie 
Baer of Springfield, Mass., who has been selected as man- 
ager by the Commissioners, would be given a two-year con- 
tract at a salary of $6,500. a year. 


On the roll call the following members voted infavor of 
the motion: Perkins, McAllister, Weeks, Kelley, Hart, 
Tilton, Keller, Ewing, Brown, Atwood, and Bruno. Voting 
against the motion were: Dearborn, Sanborn, Simoneau, 
Shannon, Thompson, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New Hamp- 
ton. And the motion carried - 11 to 7. 

Moved by Mr. Tilton budget items for support of poor 
off farm be amended to read $15,000.; care of children 
$13,000.; and soldiers' aid $6,600. - estimated income to 
be revised on the same figures respectively, making no 
change in the amount to be raised by taxation. Motioncar- 
ried. 

Moved by Mr. Tilton the County Home appropriation be 
increased from $53,000. to $55,000. Motion carried. 


Mr. Keller made a report concerning installation of a 
sprinkler system at the County Home, estimated to cost a- 
bout $11,000. Moved by Mr. Tilton and seconded by Mr. 
Hart the report be accepted and the sprinkler system in- 
stalled to be paid for out of the reserve fund. Ona roll 
call the following voted in favor of the motion: Perkins, 
McAllister, Dearborn, Sanborn, Weeks, Kelley, Hart, 
Simoneau, Tilton, Shannon, Keller, Thompson, Ewing, 
Brown, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New Hampton, Atwood, 
Bruno. 


Moved by Mr. Bruno, seconded by Mr. Brown, building 
committee secure estimate of cost of repairs to wiring at 
the home and report at a future meeting. Motion carried. 


Discussion on Area appropriation followed. Moved by 
Mr. Hart and seconded by Mr. Smith of Meredith that the 
sum of $80,000. be appropriated for the Area, income to be 
estimated at the same figure, and the budget of $332,013.20 , 
of which $133,670. 15is to be raised by taxation, be adopted. 
The following members voted for the motion: Perkins, 
McAllister, Dearborn, Sanborn, Weeks, Kelley, Hart, 
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Shannon, Thompson, Ewing, Smith of Meredith, Smith of 
New Hampton, and Simoneau. Opposed were Tilton, Keller, 
Brown, Atwood, and Bruno. 


Moved by Mr. Hart, seconded by Mr. Thompson, that 
the Commissioners be instructed to proceed with repairs to 
the tramway according to the specifications submitted by 
engineers of the American Steel & Wire Co. and also with 
improvements to the roads and parkingareas. Mr. Thompson 
spoke in favor of the motion. Those voting in favor of the 
motion onthe rollcall were: Perkins, McAllister, Dearborn 
Sanborn, Weeks, Kelley, Hart, Simoneau, Tilton, Shannon, 
Keller, Thompson, Ewing, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New 
Hampton, and Bruno. Opposed were: Atwood and Brown. 


Moved by Mrs. Weeks, seconded by Mr. Hart, the build- 
ing committee of the delegation work with the Commissioners 
on the sprinkler system installation. Motion carried.

The delegation met at 1l a.m. with the following mem- 
bers present: Chairman Atwood, Perkins, McAllister, 
Dearborn, Weeks, Kelley, Sanborn, Hart, Simoneau, 
Normandin, Tilton, Keller, Shannon, Thompson, Brown, 
Ewing, Ransom, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New Hampton, 
Bruno. 


Moved by Mrs. Weeks, seconded by Mr. Kelley, we 
reconsider the budget. Mr. Keller asked it be held open 
for the present. He said two bids had been received for in- 
stallation of sprinklers at the county home, but the low bid 
was not itemized and he had written for more information. 
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The low bid was about $7,500. he said. The motion was 
withdrawn. Moved by Mr. Normandin, seconded by Mr. 
Thompson, that consideration of the sprinkler system be 
tabled for the present. 


Mr. Normandin asked whether those opposed to the bill 
that would establish a commission to manage the Recreation 
Area could agree on some arrangement so a public hearing 
could be held. This would give people an opportunity to ex- 
press themselves, he said. The chairman said she has re- 
ceivedmany calls and visits from people favoring a change. 
Mr. Tilton said we should allow the bill to be introduced 
and then hold a public hearing. 


The chairman called attention to the 1945 law which 
authorizes the delegation to give the commissioners the 
right to manage the Area. The delegation has never taken 
such action, she noted. 


Mr. Smith of Meredith said the commissioners have 
given Fritzie Baer a two year contract as manager. He 
said employment of a high grade promotor was mandatory. 
Mr. Smith said this was not the proper time to introduce 


the billand the voters would have an opportunity inthe elec- 
tions next fall to make a change in management if they de- 
sired, 

Mr. Thompson said he thought the new manager should 
be given a fair chance. Mr. Brown said people were dis- 
satisfied with the method of operation of the Area and the 
delegation should not keep the bill bottled up. 


Mr. Dearborn said he saw no reason for bringing inthe 
bill at the special session. Sen. Tarlson said he had re- 
ceived quite a few calls in favor of the bill. Mrs. Weeks 
said all calls she had received regarding the bill were from 
people supporting it. 

Mr. Perkins said Alton people were interested in the 
bill as they felt the Area was not being run as it should 
be. He asked the Area be put on a business basis. Mr. 
Hart said conditions about which complaints had been brought 
have been remedied. Mr. McAllister said the Area is en- 
tering a new era andthe new manager should be supported. 
Mr. Smith of New Hampton said he felt the commissioners 
and delegation had made an effort to remedy situations at 
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the Area, and the bill should be postponed until the 1951 ses- 
sion. Mr. Simoneau moved we vote on introduction of the 
bill at this special session. Motion seconded by Mr. 
Thompson and carried. The clerk called the roll and 12 
members voted in favor as follows: Perkins, McAllister, 
Weeks, Kelley, Hart, Normandin, Tilton, Keller, Brown, 
Ewing, Atwood and Bruno. Eight members voted against 
introduction of the bill as follows: Dearborn, Sanborn, 
Simoneau, Shannon, Thompson, Ransom, Smith of Meredith 
and Smith of New Hampton. 


Moved by Mr. Tilton, seconded by Mr. Normandin, that 
we adjourn.

A public hearing was held at the Court House on Senate 
Bill No. 7, An Act to Provide for the Operation and Main- 
tenance of the Belknap Mountains Recreation Area. The 
meeting was called to order at 7:30 p.m. by Chairman 
Atwood. Members of the delegation present were: Perkins, 
McAllister, Dearborn, Sanborn, Weeks, Kelley, Hart, 
Simoneau, Tilton, Keller, Shannon, Thompson, Brown, 
Ewing, Ransom, Smith of Meredith, Smith of New Hampton, 
Atwood. 

The following spoke infavor of passage of the bill: Atty. 
Arthur H. Nighswander, E. Harrison Merrill, Councilor 
Charles F. Stafford, John McIntyre, all of Laconia; Sydney 
Clarke, representing The Weirs Chamber of Commerce; 
Phil Droste of Alton; Stanley Skeats of Sanbornton, repre- 
senting the Winnisquam Center Association; Arthur Rothafel, 
Peter Karagianis, David Carroll, all of Laconia; Oliver 
Post of Gilford; Joseph Cotton of Barnstead; Fred Nachbaur 
of Gilford; Curtis Foster of Laconia;Henry Witte of Gilford 
representing the Belknap Resort Owners Association; Jack 
B. Dana of Laconia; A. McCormick of Gilford; Robert Rae 
of Gilford. Mr. Skeats presented a petition bearing the 
names of 31 people asking for passage of the bill. 


The following went on record as favoring the bill: Atty.

Mr. Thompson, chairman of the Recreation Area Com- 
mittee, reported the committee met on Nov. 22, 1950 and 
sent a letter to the chairman of the delegation, stating the 
budget for the Area had been exceeded. He read a copy of 
the letter which stated the Area Committee was not in ac- 
cord with the action, and had not been informed of the fact 
the budget was being exceeded.

Motion car- 
ried. 


Commissioner Hubbard said he had advised the delega- 
tion that a bond issue of $50,000. should be made to finance 
improvements and purchase of new equipment at the Area, 
and had warned them when the budget was adopted a deficit 
was unavoidable.

In reply to a question, County Solicitor William W. Keller 
said the budget couldnot be changed or bonds issued to care 
for the deficit but a sumto carefor the overdraft would have 
to be appropriated in the 1951 budget. 


The chairman said the Commissioners had never been 
given authority to manage the Area in accordance with laws 
passed in 1945. Discussion ensued. 


Mr. Hart moved that the County be authorized to operate 
and maintain the Belknap Area by virtue of section 1A of 
Chapter 44 of the Revised Laws as inserted by section 2 of 
Chapter 120 of the Laws of 1945. Motion seconded by Mr. 
Ransom and unanimously adopted. 


Mr. Keller reported on new insurance valuations placed 
on County Home and brickInfirmary as a result of installa- 
tion of sprinkler system. (see attached copy) 

Moved by Mrs. Weeks, seconded by Mr. Hart, we ac- 
cept report and thank Mr. Keller and his committee. Mo- 
tion carried. 


Manager Fritzie Baer of the RecreationArea gave a re- 
port. 


Commissioner Smith said he talked with Frank Varney 
in regard to purchase of an 150 acre tract of land that ad- 
joins the RecreationArea. A purchase price of $6,000. had 
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been agreed to by Mr. Varney, he stated. The County For- 
ester estimates that there are 300,000 feet of lumber Mr. 
Smith said, and he reported Mr. Varney plans to cut if off 
if he does not sell the tract. Mr. Varney also owns a right- 
of-way from the lot through the Area, Mr. Smith said. If 
the timber is cut off it willcreate a fire hazard and destroy 
the natural beauty of that section, he added.

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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


In compliance with the laws of the State of New Hamp- 
shire, the Commissioners of Belknap County present the 
annual report of the County Commissioners, Treasurer, 
Superintendent of County Home and House of Correction, 
Clerk of Superior Court, Sheriff, Chaplain, Solicitor, Man- 
ager of Belknap Recreation Area, and Auditors for the year 
ending December 31, 1950. 


The past year has seen the completionto a large degree 
of the safety plan inaugurated two years ago at the County 
Home. The Commissioners are happy to state that with the 
installation ofan automatic sprinkler system throughout the 
institution, together with the physical changes of 1949, the 
best fire protection possible has been attained, thus insuring 
the safety as well as the comfort of aged inmates. Major 
outside repairs consisted of roof repairing and replacing, 
and at the present time we feel the buildings to be inthe best 
possible condition, both inside and out. 


The productivity of the farmland has shown an increase 
and is a result of better applied farming practises adopted 
two years ago. Installation of a barn hay dryer for curing 
early cutclover crops has produced the finest roughage pos- 
sible for maintaining high milk production in the herd of 
registered Ayshires. The fine conditions existing at the 
County Home are a tribute to the wise and careful super- 
vision by the Superintendent and Matron Mr. & Mrs. John 
Pickard, who devote their full time and energy to the many 
problems arising at the institution. 


Repair work at the Court House consisted of replacing 
the ceilings in two offices, the Sheriff's and Clerk of Su- 
perior Court. Painting of the Sheriff's Office was also com- 
pleted, and it is hoped that the coming year will see further 
needed repairs accomplished in the halls and remaining of- 
fices. About mid way through the year the Army R. O. C. 
applied for expanded office and training space in the base- 
ment of the Court House Annex. This required considerable 
renovating which was let out onbid according toArmy speci- 
fications, with the understanding that atwo year lease would 
become effective August lst, thus assuring the County of 
more than adequate rental income to completely pay for the 
renovating. 
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Direct relief administered through our office under the 
capable investigation of Mrs. Helen Hayner, our relief wor- 
ker, was normal in all departments except Soldier's Aid. 
This is something whichcannot be controlledand indications 
are that the coming years will not be easily determined due 
to the ever increasing number of veterans. The arduous 
and exacting task of keeping the many County accounts has 
been handled in the usual competent manner by bookkeeper 
Harold Aiken. 


The pastyear marked the beginning of a newEra for the 
Belknap Recreation Area, It was realized at the start of the 
year that at least $50,000 would have to be spent to rebuild 
the Tramway; resurface roads; finish ski slopes; and to ac- 
quire new equipment. It was requested by the Commission- 
ers that a bond be floated to cover this expense, and to be 
amortized over a ten year period with revenue from the 
Area, thus keeping the burdenfrom falling onthe taxpayers ; 
however, the Delegation would not approve this idea so the 
coming year of 1951 will in all probability see ahigher Coun- 
ty tax. 


The Commissioners also realized that if the Area was to 
grow withother competitive enterprises of thesame nature, 
it must have the best possible promotional manager and di- 
rector obtainable to guide its destiny. After much deliber- 
ating the man was decided upon and then because of his love 
for the Lakes Region and his faith in the future of Belknap 
Area he was persuaded to take over the task on May lst. 
That our choice was a wise one is attested to by the pro- 
gressive accomplishments and many friends that Fritzie 
Baer has won for himself and Belknap Area ina few short 
months. 


The death of Commissioner Thomas C. Hill in Septem- 
ber was saddening to all people throughout the County, and 
marked the end of a devoted career to public office. His 
jovial presence and timely advice was experienced by many 
and has been greatly missed by his associates. On Decem- 
ber lst Walter Woodward was appointed by the Superior 
Court to fill the unexpired term.

In considering the Area Profit, as indicated above, it 
should be borne in mind that these profit amounts have been 
arrived at without any deductionfor depreciation. The total 
charges forReplacement and Repairs each year undoubtedly 
contains amounts whichordinarily would be charged against 
a Depreciation Reserve if such account had beenprovided 
for. The Area profit for the last three years and annual 
cost of major replacements and repairs for those yearsis 
set forth in the following table:

Schedules A and B indicate a Restaurant departmental 
profit of $5,264.06 and $7,985.77, respectively. During 
the fiscal year 1949, the Area installed a Soda Fountain and 
also segregated Banquet revenues and direct costs. In 
Schedule C-2, is shown a summary statement of operations 
of all ''Restaurant'' departments. 


We submit below a comparative table of Restaurant op- 
erations for the last three fiscal years showing alsocertain 
percentages.

Schedule C-2 indicates an operating loss on the Soda 
Fountain of $1,545.01. As this loss was sustained on but 
$3,110.10 of revenue and is before any deduction for over- 
head, it would appear that some study should be given to 
revenues or distribution of charges against Fountain opera- 
tions. 


We wish to point out that the departmental profit amounts 
indicated in Schedules A andB. respectively, are before any 
deductions for overhead and that inventories are not calcu- 
lated for the Restaurant, Ski Shop or Gift Shop. 


Schedule C is a statement of undeposited Area Cash 
(nearest dollar) as of December 31, 1947, 1948 and 1949. 
Instructions should be issued thatall Area cash be deposited 
as of the last day of each fiscal year. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


Competitive Bidding: 

Our examination disclosed that, commencing with the 
tenure of the incumbent Farm Superintendent, bids were u- 
sually obtained on larger quantities of Fuel, Feed and Grain, 
etc., with the exception of certain purchases of Fuel during 
periods of emergency. However, the Farm Superintendent 
permitted smaller purchases of Food, Feed andGrain, etc., 
to accumulate as unpaid bills to an extent that several ex- 
penditures in payment thereof exceeded the maximum of 
$300.00 set by statute as the amount in excess of which bids 
must be procured or Waivers be issued by the Commis- 
sioners. 


County Farm: 


In connection with comments made in our report on the 
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previous biennial audit, we are pleased to report that the 
present Farm Superintendent has promptly submitted his 
Petty Cash expenditures for reimbursement in proper a- 
mount. Our examination also disclosed that during the pe- 
riod under reviewthe present Farm Superintendent prompt- 
ly submitted to the county bookkeeper information to enable 
the prompt submission of bills for amount due the County 
fOr Services rendered bythe’ harm, etc. Lhe promptness 
with which such bills were enabled to be prepared resulted 
in a reduction of the Unpaid Balance Due Countyfrom 
$2,725.00 at December 31, 1947 to $1, 759. 68 at December 
31, 1949. 


CONCLUSION 


The accounts and records of all county officials, with 
exceptions asherein noted, werefound in good condition and 
the accounting procedure conformed to the uniform proce- 
dure prescribed by this Division. The records of the coun- 
ty bookkeeper were very complete and accurate. 


In conformity with Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, a copy of this reportor a summary of its essential 
features should be published in the next annual report. This 
letter of transmittal should be included in its entirety but 
the publication of Exhibits is optional.

REPORT OF THE MANAGING DIRECTOR 
OF THE BELKNAP RECREATION AREA 


January 26, 1951 
To the Belknap County Commissioners: 


In the following report we are giving a brief resume and 
summary of what has transpired in the Belknap Recreation 
Area when we took over our duties as Managing Director, 
May 1, 1950. 


We are very fortunate to have aSki Advisory Committee, 
consisting of ten men, headed by Mr. James P. Rogers, and 
upon their recommendations we widenedand bulldozed Tiger 
Slope, widened and re-surfaced Stone Bar Trail, brushed 
and cleaned Phelps Slope. Try-Me Trail and Fletcher Hale 
were brushed with the assistance of the Winnipesaukee Ski 
Club. Following the recommendations of the Ski Advisory 
Committee and the Belknap Ski Patrol, trails and slopes 
were inbetter shape toenable us toski with a much smaller 
amount of snow cover. A transfer point was installed on the 
Tiger Tow which helps considerably in riding this tow. A 
Beginners Slope was cleared off and a Ski School Hill made 
available for our 5ki School. The Tramway was completely 
remodeled with new chairs, rubber mounts, new gear box 
and a new cable, this work being completed in December. 


Considerable work was done inthe inside of the Recrea- 
tion Building, with the Ski Shop, Sitzmark Room, RestRooms 
all being painted and aGrill Room set up in order to relieve 
the pressure in the upstairs Grill Room. 


Approximately 50% of the Parking Area in front of the 
Recreation Building was hard topped as well asthe exit road 
leading out towards the parking lanes. Additional picnic ta- 
bles were laid out through the picnic grounds, and arrange- 
ments made to supply free wood at all the fireplaces. 


In the public relations field the Belknap Recreation Area 
received nation wide publicity through Associated Press and 
World Wide Pictures, national and international magazines , 
special newspaper releases, plus individual write ups from 
every well known ski editor in Boston and the New York 
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areas. The Million Dollar Area was televised and in news- 
reels on three different occasions during the past eight 
months. The Area staff received special commendation 
from the Boy and Girl Scout Officials for their splendid co- 
operation during their camporees at the Belknap Recreation 
Area. 
We have received splendid cooperation from the Soil 
Conservation Department, the State Highway Department 
who gave excellent advice at no cost. We give our thanks 
to all the organizations and groups and the Belknap County 
Commissioners, who have worked hand and hand with us 
giving us the benefit of the years of experience which en- 
abled us to carry out their recommendations.

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY SOLICITOR 


During 1950 nine men, and one woman, were prosecuted 
for felonies. 


The woman was charged with having murdered her new- 
born illegitimate child; she pleaded guilty to first degree 
manslaughter and was sentenced to prison for not less than 
four nor more than ten years. 


Two boys, one 16 and one 18, who had been sent to the 
Industrial School by the Meredith Municipal Court, escaped 
from there in April 1950, and returned to Meredith, where 
they broke into three stores, one house, and the American 
Legion building, stealing food, clothing, guns and ammu- 
nition. The 16 year old boy was returned to the Industrial 
School by the Meredith Municipal Court, andthe 18 year old 
boy was returned to the School by the Superior Court. The 
16 year old boy again escaped from the School in July, and 
the 18 year old boy in August. The two boys met in Mere- 
dith in August, and proceeded to break and enter 6 houses 
and stores, from which they stole money, food, clothing, 
guns and ammunition; they also stole a boat and two bicy- 
cles. On breaking into one of the houses the 16 year old 
boy hit a man, who was in bed, over the head with a rock; 
the boy had taken the rock into the house for that purpose; 
fortunately the man was not seriously hurt. The sheriff's 
department, the Meredith Police, the Meredith Town Man- 
ager, and the State Police cooperated in apprehending the 
boys; they conducted a night and day search over a period 
of about a week; they are to be commended for their tire- 
less and efficient work on this case. The 16 year old boy 
was sentenced to the State Prison for not less than 4 or 
more than5 years, and the 18 year old boy for not less than 
2 nor more than 3 years; these sentences were arrived at 
only after considerable study of the cases by the Court, the 
Probation Department, and other officials. 


Two young men abducted two men employees of the La- 
conia Liquor Store, as they were leaving with the day's re- 
ceipts, took them into Belmont, and robbed them of ap- 
proximately twenty-three hundred dollars. One of these 
young men was brought before the Superior Court, on a wai- 
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ver of indictment, and was put on probation by the Court; he 
then went to Massachusetts where he was sentenced to the 
Men's Reformatory for a crime he had committed there. 
The other young man was apprehended in Maine, where he 
was sentenced to aCounty Farmfor one year; Belknap Coun- 
ty is awaiting his release to prosecute him. 


One man was prosecuted for an unnatural act, and sent 
to the State Hospital; two others were prosecuted for break- 
ing, entering and larceny, one being sentenced to State Pri- 
son, and the other placed on probation; one young man, a 
former inmate of the Laconia State School, who was out on 
parole, was prosecuted for arson, and found not guilty by 
the jury. Another man was prosecuted for larceny of an 
automobile, and sentenced to the County Farm. Another 
man was charged with rape, the charge later being reduced 
to assault, for reasons specifically set forth on the indict- 
ment; he pleaded guilty to assault and was sentenced to the 
County Farm. 


Two men, and one juvenile, involved in morals cases, 
were examined as required by the Sexual Psychopath Law of 
1947; none of these were found to be sexual psychopaths. 


Numerous misdemeanors were prosecuted inthe various 
Municipal Courts in the County by your Solicitor. Several 
men were prosecuted in Laconia Municipal Court on morals 
charges involving a juvenile; all of these men were either 
fined or sentenced to the County Farm, with the exception 
of one, whose case, after appeal, was dropped for reasons 
set forth on the complaint filed in Superior Court. 


Your County Solicitor recommends that the County pro- 
vide the Sheriff's Department with a stenographer, at least 
part time, as is done in all other counties; such a stenog- 
rapher would take care of correspondence relative to crimi- 
nal cases, take and copy statements of witnesses, and an- 
swer thetelephone when the sheriff is required to be out of 
the office.

Gentlemen: 


In submitting my seventeenth annual report as Chaplain 
of Belknap County I do so with a real sense of joy that I have 
been able, in a small way at least, to help in the affairs of 
our County, and these long years of association with you 
and the other fine men whohave served our County as Com- 
missioners have brought many precious experiences which 
I shallnever forget. The associations which I have had with 
the several Superintendents and their wives at the County 
Home have been most helpful, but I can sincerely say that 
my work with our present Superintendent and Mrs. Pickard 
as matron, has been very pleasant and I have found them 
most helpful in all that I have tried to do in my work at the 
Home, their unfailing kindness and consideration of me and 
their treatment of the members of our County Home Family 
has been outstanding in every way. 


During the year we have had much sickness and some 
deaths which is, of course, to be expected among a group 
of older people and those who have been brought to the Home 
in a state of impaired health. With the assistance of my 
sister-in-law, Miss Hazel M. Tinkham and several other 
helpers I have endeavored to present a spiritual program 
which would be helpful to all. The Christmas Party which 
was arranged, by the Superintendent and Matron, was an 
occasion long to be remembered by those in attendance with 
the fine program presented by the Elks and with eachmem- 
ber of the Family, those in the House of Correction and Jail 
all receiving many lovely gifts and served with delicious 
refreshments and I doubt if anywhere in the whole County a 
more joyous or happy Christmas Party was held. 


To me as Chaplain it has been very distressing that so 
few of the people of our County have any real interest in 
what you as Commissioners and those of us who are inter- 
ested in the work of the County are trying to do, andI feel 
very grateful indeed, for the interest which has been shown 
by the Woman's Christian Temperance Union in coming to 
the home for a service once a year and also several other 
groups who have helped break the monotony of the long hard 
days for those who are sick and bed ridden, (with one man 
flat on his back in bed for the past twelve years) and others 
lonely and sad who would be so greatly cheered by some 
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little expression of sympathy upon the part of someone who 
had taken the trouble to look them up. Iam happy to say 
that I dofeel there has been more interest shown during the 
past year than perhaps in other years, and I wish that the 
Pastors would feel free to come with groups of their people 
to assist in the services which are held regularly the first 
Sunday in each month at one forty-five and I am very sure 
that it would be quite a revelation to all to see how beauti- 
fully clean and immaculate ourHome really is and from the 
time you enter the building until you have completed the 
visitation, in the various departments, of the Home all 
would feel that the worthy poor of Belknap County are living 
under most favorable circumstances and this, of course, 
comes about because of your sincere interestand the thought 
and care which Mr. and Mrs. Pickard are putting into their 
work day andnight and those associated with them as atten- 
dants. 


As I draw my report to a close I do so in the full reali- 
zation that the coming year will bring many problems for 
those who have the work of the County and Home in charge 
and I am praying that God's richest blessing may rest upon 
you all,

health at the Belknap County Home. 


The lastyear has been a busy one for the Superintendent 
and Matron to better the conditions of those entrusted to 
their care and protection. 


Interior decorations have been lavish covering a greater 
part of the main building. 


Care andcomfort for the many inmates of the Home has 
been the motto of the staff that has been selected to govern 
this fine Home. 


During the year there have been five deaths there at the 
Institution, and two at the Laconia Hospital - ages ranging 
from 53 to 80 years - three over 80; one 77 and one 53. 


All these deaths were chronic and not expected to re- 
cover. 


We now have in the Hospital 4 chronic bed cases, and 
our only consideration is to make them as comfortable as 
possible. 


To the Superintendent and Matron and Staff, I wish to 
express my appreciation for their help and cooperation in 
my endeavors to be of help to the inmates of the Institution.

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REPORT OF BELKNAP COUNTY COOPERATIVE 
EXTENSION SERVICE 


To the Citizens of Belknap County: 


Each year the County Budget includes an appropriation 
for the Extension Service. These funds are used to main- 
tain a system of educational Extension Work in Agriculture 
and Home Economics including 4-H work with boys and 
girls. The total Extension Service program during the fiscal 
year resulted in 627 meetings or other group activities with 
a total attendance of 13,423 people. Nearly 8000 educa- 
tional pamphlets and bulletins were distributed. 


The County Farm Bureau and the University of New 
Hampshire are jointly responsiblefor the administration of 
county appropriated funds, and of State and Federal Funds 
which alsocontribute to the support of County Extension Ser- 
vice work, 


The Belknap County Extension Service staff includes an 
Agricultural Agent, a 4-H Club Agent, a Home Demonstra- 
tion Agent, and a part-time County Forester shared equally 
with StraffordCounty. The secretarial and clerical work is 
accomplished by one full time secretary and a part-time 
clerk. The services of the Extension Agents are available 
to anyone whether from city, urban, or rural areas. 


Following is aresume of eachbranch of work. More de- 
tailed reports are onfile at the County Extension Service of- 
fice andyou are invited to study them atyour leisure at any- 
time.

COUNTY AGENT WORK 


This line of work included 327 farm visits, nearly 500 
office visitors, over 800 telephone calls, the distribution of 
934 bulletins, 65 meetings with 3989 people in attendance, 
also various radio, newspaper and other publicity work. 

Commodity committees consisting of several farmers 
from each type of enterprise meet with the Agentearly each 
year to review the work of the past year, consider the pres- 
ent situation and outlook, and to help plana work program

for the year which will enable the Agentand the University to 
be of greatest possible service to the people of the county. 


One of the most satisfying highlights of the Dairy work 
in 1950 was the results of the 4th Green Pastures Program 
which included greater farmer participation and public rec- 
ognition through service clubs. Thirty-three dairymen of 54 
enrolledaccomplished good production of roughage for year- 
round feeding to qualify as State Club Members compared to 
22 in 1949. 


Dairy meetings featured: raising herd replacements ; 
the production and handling of clean milk; various herd health 
problems; roughage production and quality; the construction 
and use of permanent, temporary, andtrench silos; artificial 
breeding; Dairy Herd Improvement; conservation and land 
clearing; and other current topics as the seasons progressed. 


Poultry raising is the second predominate agricultural 
enterprise in Belknap County and a large percentage of the 
total production of eggsfor marketand hatching, and poultry 
meatcomes from a groupofcommercial growers. However, 
there are numerous smaller size enterprises whichconsti- 
tute considerable production in the aggregate. Broiler rai- 
sing has increased by leaps and bounds largely amongst 
younger farmers entering the poultry business for the first 
time and securing initial experience in the field by growing 
broilers for commercial hatcherymen on the combination 
wage and profit arrangement. Program planning with the 
poultry commodity committee resulted largely in plans en- 
volving farm visits by the Agent and the Extension Poultry- 
man; a number of county meetings; keeping poultrymen in- 
formed through'Poultry Reminders", other circular letters 
and radio and press means. 


The raising of fruit ranks third in agricultural pro- 
duction in Belknap County. This enterprise is largely rep- 
resented by a group of commercial growers, who showa 
very active interest and participation in the Extension Ser- 
vice Fruit Program. Many city, urban and rural back yard 
growers of fruit receive insect and disease control data as 
well. The results of winter-night meetings, day meetings, 
and twilight ones have been very gratifying and have largely 
met specific needs of those attending intheir desire to grow 
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more economically a high quality product. The 1950 crop 
was an excellent one in general, but one which met medium 
to poor market demand, thereby, resulting in a less profit- 

able operation than existed in 1949 with its bumper crop. 

Pest control was administered in an orderly manner, how- 

ever, the most serious damage was caused by curculio with 
which many growers have not had past experience. 


The fourth Annual Farm and Home Show sponsored by 
the Belknap County Extension Service at the Belknap Recrea- 
tional Area was the largest todate andconstituted Extension 
Service's largest single project of the combined efforts of all 
agents. For the first time the show operated two days and 
two fullevenings, including Saturday andaccomplished much 
to strengthen relationships between the general public and 
the University Extension Service. The housing exhibit of 
Engineer Halstead Colby brought many comments, and many 
city people for the first time became aware of the broadness 
of our agricultural extension work. 


Considerable progress has been accomplished this year 
in the development of the Young Farmers group. Agricul- 
tural and non-agricultural programs at twilight, and winter 
meetings have been wellattended by young people between 18 
and 35 years of age. These aretransition ages between 4-H 
work and adult Extension Service work where continuation of 
citizenship development is of much importance. 

Important work with other organizations and associations 
continue such as with the Production and Marketing Admini- 
stration; the Soil Conservation Service; High School; Voca- 
tional Agriculture; the Farmers Home Administration; Vet- 
eran Training; the Selective Service and others. 


The County Agricultural Agent is in charge of office 
management and organization of the County Extension Ser- 
vice Staff.

GENERAL SUMMARY OF 4-H SITUATION & 
ACCOMPLISHMENTS 


A. Highlights 
The efforts of the Belknap County 4-H Club Members 
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inhelping to develop world-wide understanding and peaceful 
relationships; in producing and conserving food and assum- 
ing responsibilities in the home and on the farms; in build- 
ing and serving their communities; and in improving their 
own health and that of their communities, will be shown in 
the following report from 455 members and 30 clubs under 
the guidance of 77 local adult and junior volunteer leaders. 


The 1950 enrollment was about the same asthe previous 
years, with 85.4% reporting their accomplishments. There 
was an organized club in every town in the county. 72 pro- 
jects inAgriculture, Home Economics, and General Interest 
were started and reports received on88% of them. 264 club 
members were from 164 farm homes and 188 were from 138 
non-farm homes. 11 were out-of-school youth. 


Of these club members, 64 received training in giving 
demonstrations, 22 in recreational leadership. 6 in music 
appreciation and song leadership. 378 in health. 21 in fire 
and accident prevention. 23 in wildlife conservation and 32 
in forestry. 66 members had health examinations because 
of participation in the 4-H program. 18 clubs engaged in 
community activities, including Red Cross work, participa- 
tion in Infantile Paralysis and Crippled Children's drives, 
cleaning public beaches, donating toward lifeguard funds, 
giving clothing and food to the needy, improving picnic 
grounds for a community center, making United Nations 
flags, cleaning churches and making scrap books for hospi- 
tals. 


54 members attended county 4-H Camp with Carroll and 
Sullivan Counties for a two-week period. 


Leaders were trained at 30 meetings during the year, 
with a total attendance of 585. This is double the attendance 
in the previous year at about the same number of training 
schools. 


The club agent gave 46 method demonstrations with 981 
present. Five educational tours were conducted with an at- 
tendance of 181. The agent attended 65 other extension 
meetings with an aggregate attendance of 1185. The club 
agent spent 102 1/2 days in the office, and 182 1/2 days and 
85 evenings in the field, making 424 visits to 137 homes. 
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There have been 472 office and telephone calls during the 
year. 105 news stories have been published and4 radio pro- 
grams given. The travel involved was 6,723 miles. 


7 town or district achievement meetings were held, in- 
cluding all towns except Barnstead and Alton. A junior 
round-up anda senior banquet and recognition program were 
held. The total attendance at these achievement events was 
ers 


Local leaders held 308 other meetings attended by 3310. 


Jacqueline Sheehan, Lakeport was the county delegate 
to National 4-H Camp in Washington. Since her return she 
has given enthusiastic talks to the Junior Leaders' Associa- 
tion, the County Farm Bureau at their Annual Meeting and 
to the senior 4-H members and leaders at their banquet. 
She is continuing as an officer in the Junior Leaders' Asso- 
ciation and is on the State Youth Committee. 


Four members received trips to Camp Vail and one to 
the 4-H Dairy Camp at Springfield. 


48 members did Project work of championship grade.

3. They made their homes and home farms more efficient 
and profitable through their 4-H Club work. 
21 participated in fire and accident prevention. 
23 conducted soil and wildlife conservation practices. 
32 carried on forestry activities. 
61 engaged in work relating to agricultural engineer- 
ing, electricity, tractor maintenance, and general 
farm repairs. 


4. They improved their own health, and cooperated in im- 
proving health conditions in their homes and communities. 


378 carried on special health activities. 
66 had a health examination. 
14 took 70 lessons in home nursing and first aid. 
41 club members checked and improved 255 food 
and health habits. 
21 removed farm and home accident hazards. 
42 prepared and served 2301 meals in keeping with 
the nutritional needs of their own families. 
23 clubs helped raise funds for Crippled Children, 
Red Cross, and polio. 


5. They worked as responsible citizens to improve their 
own communities, 


24 served as junior 4-H leaders. 

22 conducted recreational leadership activities. 

18 clubs engaged in community activities, such as 
conducting local fairs, helping those in distress. 

64 demonstrated improved farm and home practices 
to their neighbors and other interested people of 
their communities. 


Many 4-H members developed a deeper appreciation of 
the American way of life by practicing and demonstrating 
democracy at home and in their club and community. They 
did much to help those in distress - victims of polio and 
other dread diseases, fires, floods, and hurricanes, 
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6. They gained a better understanding of their responsibi- 
lities in the world today. 


They sent needed supplies to the less fortunate across 
the seas. These gifts included packages contained food, 
clothing and equipment of various types. 

They corresponded with those to whom these gifts were 
sent. 

7 clubs contributed $43.15 to the International Farm 
Youth Exchange Fund in New Hampshire. 


5 clubs made United Nations Flags and presented them to 
schools, Service Organizations and City offices. 


In their 4-H discussions, in spite of discouraging news 
from over-seas, they spent more time than ever before at 
their 4-H meetings and at their 4-H camps, trying to under- 
stand some of the important social and economic forces now 
at work inthe world and the steps to take in developing the 
good-neighbor spirit at home and abroad, to the end that 
there may finally be a just and lasting settlement of differ- 
ences.

HOME DEMONSTRATION WORK 


Developing leadershipis one of the big accomplishments 
in Home Demonstration Work the country over, and in Bel- 
knap County it is true, too, that splendid leadership has 
been developed. We aim to develop leaders through training 
in subject matter, and in parliamentary law procedures. 


A Home Demonstration Advisory Council was organized 
in the county this year which is composed of the twelve club 
presidents and four women of the Farm Bureau board. This 
Advisory Council acts in an advisory capacity to the Home 
Demonstration Agentand assists inplanning the program for 
the year's work in the county. 


AllHome Demonstration groups are organizedas stand- 
ard Home Demonstration Clubs with the following officers: 
President, Vice-President, Secretary and/or Treasurer and 
Project Leaders; Nutrition, Clothing andHome Management 
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and a Recreation Leader whose duty it is to give the club 
some bit offun or foolishness at a meeting, such as a game 
pencil and paper or active; a conundrum, a riddle or justa 
spelling bee - anything to give the women something they can 
carry home to use with their families. 


The clubs meet each monthand have aplanned program. 
The project leaders have been given instructions and ma- 
terial for meeting in nutrition, clothing and home manage- 
ment which has giventhem enough material for one meeting 
each month, and then the agent meets with them four times 
a year. 


In Nutrition work we choose projects which would help 
in the problems homemakers have of feeding the family 
members properly when food prices are high. The use of 
home grown food was stressed. 


Since our women expressed need in getting family mem- 
bers to eat vegetables we set up a project called Vegetable 
Fashions. The proper preparationand cooking of vegetables 
was demonstrated and use in salads was also exemplified 
as these were used in the dishes served at the meeting. 


The women asked help on considering ready mixes over 
home made mixes and we gave them help in two meetings:- 
one on desserts andcake mixes andone on pastry and quick 
breads. In almost every instance we felt product and cost 
of home made mixes were best for homemakers to use but 
felt that Ready Mixes were good for the emergency shelf or 
for women who have to work outside the home and have to 
prepare good meals quickly. 


A county wide freezing demonstration was held at which 
time methods or preparation of fruits, vegetables, meats, 
baked goods of several kinds, and miscellaneous articles 
such as eggs for freezing were shown. 


At Plymouth Fair 2956 people visited our nutrition ex- 
hibit onSelection and Care of Vegetables stressing good and 
poor buys and good and poor ways of marketing. 


HEALTH WORK 


Belknap County Home Demonstration groups have done 
a splendid job of cooperating with the N. H. Cancer Society 
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in making dressings and sick room supplies for cancer pa- 
tients. We have made over 3,000 dressings this past year. 
In the period of September 1 to December 30, 1950 we have 
given out for use to 14 cancer patients in the city, 1,008 
dressings, 46 Johnnies and 6 pairs of Scuffies. To anyone 
reading this report may I appeal for lengths of colored bias 
tapefrom1 yard up. We coulduse these in converting men's 
worn shirts into Johnnies. We also need worn shirts of any 
color and white cotton cloth as old sheets or pillowcases - 
any white material without a raised thread pattern. 


We have also made layettes for five groups to cooperate 
with the County Health Nurse in her work. 


CLOTHING 


New Materials are very confusing as totheir content and 
care and a fine project was worked out on that. Women who 
sew needed help in short cuts in sewing and we gave that 
help through volunteer leaders. 


For something to beautify a simple garment or article 
we offered the help in learning how to do textile stenciling. 
A great deal of it was done in the county and at Plymouth 
Fair we had one of our womendemonstrate doing it on gar- 
ments in our exhibit building. 


A city group of young homemakers were taught dress- 
making by attending classes on what we call our ''Make a 
Dress Series". They were taught the taking of measure- 
ments, altering a paper pattern, cutting of garments, and 
all the steps insewing tocomplete splendid looking dresses. 


In Home Management we aimed to help our women con- 
serve their energy indoing their everyday tasks and also to 
use ways and means of making over and rejuvenating what 
they had in furnishings or what they might find stored in 
attics or sold at auction for little money. 


We tried to have the women think of what they were get- 
ting out of life by scoring themselves as to their attitudes 
about things and their health conditions - urging a physical 
check-up each year. To conserve energy wehad them think 
of the small equipment they have - how and where it is stored 
and possible rearrangement of storage cupboards for bet- 
ter efficiency. 
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To helpin furnishing projects we had lessons on reseat- 
ing chairs - 297 chairs and stools were worked on witha 
saving of at least $1200. Upholstering was done by the 
women with an estimated savings of $2000. One example 
stands out in my mind of a young couple who bought an old 
broken down couch for 10¢ which they repaired, refinished 
and upholstered, until it was a beautiful piece of furniture 
to adorn anyone's home, for which they were offered $100. 


Slip covers was a popular project and beautiful results 
were attained by the women taking the project. 77 slip co- 
vers were made with an estimated saving of $2500. 


Help was given totwenty-one women who were remodel- 
ing their kitchens and three women who were building new 
homes. 


Since we live in the beautiful part of the country where 
we have native greens for use in Christmas decorations the 
women have asked for help in learning how to use them at- 
tractively. The agent heldeleven meetings around the coun- 
ty which 438 attended. 


Our Farm and Home Show, tour to the Flower Show and 
Monthly News letters are other means of bringing Home 
Demonstration work to the county people. The two news 
letters go out to well over 500 families bringing help and 
inspiration to those who cannot attend meetings. 


Organized work is not carried on in the city but seven- 
teen civic, fraternal and church groups were worked with 
during the past year. We have also cooperated with the 
State Welfare Dept. and County Welfare Dept. in giving nu- 
trition material to them for use with their clients.

COUNTY FORESTER - ROBERT F. BRADLEY 


The following report pertains to both Belknap and Straf- 
ford Counties, since the foresters' work is divided equally 
between the two counties. 


Considerable time has been spent inadvising both wood- 
land owners, operators, and selectmen in the conservation 
phases of the new timber tax law. Following the spring State 
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Tax Commission meeting held in Laconia, at which time the 
forester offered his advisory services to the selectmen, 
seven woodlot meetings were held throughout the district. 
The purpose of these meetings was to show the selectmen 
what constitutes very good forestry practices, what prac- 
tices were good enough to qualify for abatement and what 
would not qualify. In the fall, two forestry forums, spon- 
sored by the District Forestry Advisory Board, were held 
to give selectmen, lumbermen, woodland owners and others 
a chance to voice their opinions regarding the timber tax 
law. The general feeling was that the law was working well, 
with almost everyone cooperating and very few not. 


During the past year 124 different woodland owners, in- 
volving about 17,000 acres were given marketing and forest 
management advice and a million board feet of timber and 
200 cords of wood were marked to demonstrate selective 
and improvement cuttings, and thinnings. About 2 3/4 mil- 
lionboard feet timber and 200 cords of wood valued at 
$27,806 were harvested under improved cutting practices 
on 45 different holdings, involving 845 acres of woodland. 
Although much of this timber and wood involved small own- 
er-type operations, most of this volume pertained to stump- 
age sales. In addition, about 5,675 gallons of maple syrup, 
valued at $31,213 were produced in this district. 


In addition to the demonstration meetings already men- 
tioned two pulpwood meetings showing the peeling and fitting 
of wood were held. Talks were given to Grange, fire war- 
den and church groups; 4-H forestry exhibits were judged at 
the Lakes Region 4-H Fair, and forestry exhibits were main- 
tained at the Farm and Home Show in Gilford, and at the 
Rochester Fair. 
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
